r The city council convened in reg u­ 
lar session last nig ht with all members 
present and Mayor Hall 
presiding. 
The m inutes of the last m eeting were 
road and approved. 
The petition of Dr. Otto P. D illon, 
asking that he be allowed to lower the 
cnrb and construct a cement drive way 
on the south side of his property on 
Main street, was granted upon motion 
of Mr. Brann, seconded by Mr. Purcell, 
w ith the understanding that the work 
should be done under the supervision 
of the street commissioner. 
The Finance com m ittee reported that 
it had exam ined the reports of City 
Treasurer Spivey and Supt. 
Oliver 
Ong, of the Water and L ig ht plant, 
for the month of J anuary and found 
them correct. 
The report was con­ 
curred in. 
C ity Clerk Lakin reported the pub­ 
lication of the receiving of bids for 
the furnishing coal for the Water and 
L ig ht'plant for one year and subm itt­ 
ed the proof. 
H is report was received 
and approved. 
City Marshal Oraige called C ouncil’s 
attention to the largo number of stray 
dogs roaming about, the streets, especi­ 
ally in the down town ditsrict, and 
asked for instructions as to what to 
do w ith them. 
He stated that the m a­ 
jority of the dogs were females, and 
that he has so far been unable to find 
an owner for any of them. 
C ity a t­ 
torney Megee stated that the marshal 
would not lay the city liable to anv 
damage suits iu killing all dogs for 
w hich he could find no owner. 
Conn 
cil took the matter under consider­ 
ation until the next m eeting. 
F ire C hief Robertson reported that 
there were three false alarms and six 
fires in the city during the year 1SKM. 
He stated that he would subm it a com ­ 
plete report later. 
He also 
recom­ 
mended that Henry Gregg be appoint 
ed a member of the fire department, 
succeeding Ernest Crawford, resigned. 
The report was received and placed 
on tile. 
Supt-. Ong of the water and lig ht 
plant reported that he needed a new 
water record book and recommended 
that the same he made large enough 
to last, four years. 
Tlio matter w as 
placed in the hands of the com m ittee 
on printing on motion of Mr. Brann. 
Ordinance No. 156, prohibiting the 
use of fireworks or firearms w ithin the 
city lim its ami imposing a fine of $5 
for each offense then came up for the 
second reading. 
Council then took up the question 
of letting the contract for furnishing 
the water and lig ht plant with coal 
for one year. 
Bids from eig ht differ­ 
ent com panies were opened and read, 
but no action was taken and the m at­ 
ter was laid over until Monday nig ht. 
Feb. 27th, when council w ill meet in 
special session to consider it. 
C. B. Lore reported that he is mak­ 
ing good progress with the new water 
w ell at the water and lig ht plant and 
stated that the w ell w ill undoubtedly 
be a good one. 
Council 
then 
allow ed 
bills and 
claim s to the amount of $203 and ad­ 
journed. 


London, Feb. 22.—J ohn Redmond's 
amendment to the address in reply 
to the speech from the throne was de­ 
feated in the house of commons last 
night by a vote of 286 to 236, after an 
exhaustive debate occupying two days 
and affording an opportunity to rep 
resentatives of the several parties and 
factions to express their views on the 
Irish situation. 
The amendment de­ 
clared, in effect, that "the present 
system of government (of Ireland) is 
opposed to the will of the Irish peo­ 
ple.” 
The net result of the debate 
showed that all agreed that the pres­ 
ent system of government of Ireland 
Is unsatisfactory, but there was a dis 
tlnct disagreement concerning meth­ 
ods by which discontent 
might be 
abated and Ireland cease to be a dis­ 
turbing element m the politics of the 
United Kingdom. 
The announcement of the division 
showing an unexpectedly large reduc­ 
tion of the government’s majority, 
was greeted with prolonged opposition 
and Irish cheers.

w ill be for equipment, and $4,000,000 
for improvements. 
There w ill be ex­ 
pended on the C ., H. & D. $2,000,000 
for improvements and $2,745,659 for 
equipm ent: on the Pere Marquette, 
$2,000,000 J ot improvements 
and $2, 
658,578 for equipment. 
These betterments of the Great C en­ 
tral route call for 70 new eng ines, 3000 
box cars, 2000 gondola cars, 100 bal­ 
last cars, 50 cabooses, 150 sieel cnt- 
unders for 
coal cars, 
1 steel 
pile 
driver, 
1 steel 
working crane and 
65,500,000 pounds of steel. 
Of this la t­ 
ter amount 1,500,000 pounds w ill be 
used for biidg es and 32 000 tons in 
eig hty-five-pound steel rails. 
N ew depots are to be erected, and 
terminal facilities in a large number 
of "cities on the system are to be in ­ 
creased and improved. 
The follow ing is a detailed list of

Springfield, 111., Feb. 22.—The .egls- 
lature was asked today to appoint a 
committee to investig ate the laying of 
pipe lines through Illinois by the Stan­ 
dard Oil company, and to confer with

The 
resolutions were drawn by Represen­ 
tative McGoorty ot Chicago and Rep­ 
resentative Daugherty of Galesburg. 
The Standard is laying a pipe line 
through the state of Iowa to Indiana. 
It has crossed thf Mississippi river 
at Ft. Madison and is heading across 
Illinois in the neighborhood of Mon­ 
mouth. 
It has reached Knox county, 
where the work is gvdng on at present. 
The pipe is said to be headed for 
Peoria and there on into Indiana. 
It is the purpose ol the resolution 
to enable IHIinois to take advantage 
of whatever steps Kansas may be able 
to make toward regulating pipe lines 
and the transportation of oil by this 
means.

St. Petersburg. Feb. 22.—Even in 
the midst of his grief over the Grand 
Duke Sergius, evidence exists that 
Emperor Nicholas is giving his atten­ 
tion to political developments; 
but 
reports as to his intentions are con­ 
flicting. 
Indications point toward a 
decision to revive the zemsky sober, 
and some rumors even g ive the dale 
when the proclamation convening that 
body will be issued. 
These rumore, 
however, probably are premature; but 
there is little doubt in the best inform­ 
ed quarters that the emperor’s deci­ 
sion will be favorable, although it is 
understood that the court party is still 
fighting desperately for time, main­ 
taining that it would be an irreparable 
blunder to yield in the face of terror­ 
ism, even if it should be advisable 
later o*. 
Contrary to previous re­ 
ports, ft is now said that the last word 
from Grand Duke Sergius to the em­ 
peror contained in a letter brought by 
Prince Schirinsky Sehakmatoff. was 
to stand firm. 
According to earlier re­ 
ports Sergius seeing that opposition 
was useless, otulined in this letter a 
plan for a zemsky sobor restricted as 
much as ¡vossable in its (lowers. 
Some persistent reports declare that 
Emperor Nicholas not only has decid 
ed to convoke a representative body, 
but that he also is bent on making 
peace. 
He is represented to have 
taken this decision chiefly on the ad­ 
vice of Emperor William. 
The condi­ 
tions of peace which Russia can ac­ 
cept are freely discussed here. 
The 
only obstacle to peace Is said to be the 
question of indemnity, which Russia 
will refuse to pay. 
It is said in some 
quarters that the question of peace 
has not only been formally discussed, 
but the conditions op which Russia is 
prepared to make peace have prac­ 
tically been agreed upon. 
These are 
as follows. 
Korea to be placed unde * J apanese 
suzerainty. 
Port Arthur and the Liao Tung pe­ 
ninsula to be ceded to J apan. 
Vladivostok to be declared a neu­ 
tral port w’iih an open door. 
The Eastern Chinese railroad to be 
placed under neutral international ad­ 
ministration. 
Manchuria, as far north as Harbin, 
to be res» « red as an integral part of 
the Chinese empire. 
The difficulty lies in settling the 
question oi indemnity upon which it 
Is known that J apan insists, hut it is 
thought that this di*’r,**!ty is not in­ 
surmountable. 
The most trustworthy opinion at St. 
Petersburg is that in view of the In­ 
ternal situation and toe enormous dif­ 
ficulty in carrying on the war, peace 
on the terms outlined will be conelud 
ed within a comparatively short time 
If the indemnity question can be ar­ 
ranged. but It is quite possible that 
Russia will risk another battle before 
a decision is reached. 
In fact reports are circulating in 
official and in other quarters in St 
Petersburg that General Kurepatkin 
is industriously preparing to try final 
conclusions with Field Marshal Oya 
ir.a and that a decisive battle may be 
expected wfthfn a fortnight.

b elow the su rface, is the most gru e­ 
som e and harrow ing that has ever I 
b een w itnessed in the m ining section 
of Alab ama. 
Of the m iners who en­ 
tered the mines Monday afterm» on so 
far only fifty b odies have b een recov­ 
ered. 
As time grows, notw ithstanding 
the titanic efforts on the part of the 
rescu ers to reach the entom b ed men 
the recovery already of so many dead 
b odies preclu des any idea that any liv­ 
ing men rem ain am ong the u nfortu ­ 
nates still in the mine. 
W ith the first om inou s gru m b le of 
the com ing catastrophe, b y common 
im pu lse every citizen of the model 
m ine village of V irginia ru shed to the 
m ou th of the main slope. Crazed then 
with anxiety, today’s ab ject hopeless 
ness of rescu ing their fathers, b roth­ 
ers and sons, has only increased the 
harrow ing scenes arou nd the mines. 
The corpses are frightfu lly mangled 
and disfigu red and identification is al 
m ost impossib le. 
Many of them are 
so b adly b rm sed and iw isted and dis 
colored that negroes cannot b e told 
from w hite men. 
The wailing and m oaning of the 
women and children whose u nfortu ­ 
nate relatives were in the mine has 
b een the m ost heartrending featu re of 
the disaster 
One hu ndred fam ilies 
and 300 children are left destitu te and 
w ithou t m eans of su pport b y the cal­ 
am ity, and they-are of the b est class 
of m ining fam ilies in Alab ama. 
As the- b odies of the victim s, which 
in many cases have b een gathered to­ 
gether a piece at a tim e are b rou ght 
to the su rface they are placed In rows 
on a rou gh im provised platform and ! 
am b u lances have b egu n the removal I 
of those so far recovered to Bessem er I 
Since the list of dead will prob ab ly J 
go to 160, the local u ndertakers have 
wired to adjoining cities for coffins, as 
it was fou nd there were not enou gh 
su itab le coffins In the district to b u ry 
the victims. 
The work of the diggers at the mine 
has b een an inspiration to the specta­ 
tors. and everyone has done alt in his j 
power to facilitate the work of rescu e. 
The excavation of the deb ris has b een 
handicapped from the start. 
The fou l 
gases which had collected in the slope I 
made necessary the 
u se of safety I 
lamps, and it was fou nd that less than 
a score of safety lam ps were availa­ 
b le in the district. 
Union 
m iners 
were sent to the scene from practical 
ly every mining camp w ithin a radiu s 
of twenty-five m iles of Virginia City 
to aid in the work of rescu e 
1 
Ou t of the fifty b od.es recovered u p 
to this tim e one was fou nd which was 
b arely alive 
The b ody was carefu lly 
taken from the mine and heroic meth 
ods resorted to to b ring the man to 
consciou sness. 
He is still alive, b u t 
scant hope is held ou t for his recov 
ery. 
President Flynn of the Alab ama 
United Mine W orkers said: 
“I shall 
b e su rprised if a single person es 
capes alive from that mine. 
Ventila 
tlon Is very difficu lt, and if the men 
w’« *rc not killed b y the explosion they 
have certainly b een su ffocated b y the 
gases. 
The b odies so far reached 
were in the main slope, and It will tie 
several days b efore me ean get to the 
rooms which b ranch off from the main 
slope ”

In ord er to"securo some facte in re­ 
gard to food ad ulteration in In d ian a, 
the State Board ot Health passed an 
ord er that the secretary should buy 
samples in various parte of the State 
an d have them an alyzed by a compe­ 
ten t chemist. 
The followin g are a few of the re­ 
sults obtain ed ; 
Cream of tartar—55 samples examin ­ 
ed , 14.5 per cen t of them ad ulterated . 
All the samples were sold as pure 
cream of tartar at a pure good s price. 
The ad ulteran ts foun d were acid phos­ 
phates of lime, alum, salt, an d plaster 
of paris, 
Buter—16 samples examin ed , 20 0 
per cen t bein g ad ulterated . 
On e sam­ 
ple was pure oleomaragn n e. 
Bakin g Powd er—6 samples con tain ed 
terra alba an d must be classed 
as 
ad ulterated . 
Mr. Hurty savs; “ In our in vestiga 
tion 58 per cen t, of food samples re- 
amin ed were ad ulterated . 
This high 
rate d oes n ot, of course, apply to all 
food s, but on ly to prepared articles. 
However, when all is con sid ered , it 
appears n ot to be a violen t assumption 
that two cen ts in every hun d red spen t 
for food in In d ian a goes tor ad ultera­ 
tion .
